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This  report,  published  each  calendar  quarter,  is  a  compilation  of  employment  and  wage  data.  The 
information  is  compiled  from  reports  submitted  to  the  Montana  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry 
by  employers  subject  to  the  Montana  unemployment  insurance  law.  Also  included  in  the  report  are 
similar  data  for  federal  government  employees  in  Montana. 

Employment  and  wages  are  totalled  according  to  county,  private  ownership,  government,  and 
industry. 
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DEFINITIONS 

COVERED  EMPLOYER 

Employers  other  than  agricultural  or  domestic: 

To  be  a  covered  employer,  an  employer  must  meet  one  or  more  of  the  following  criteria: 

•  have  an  annual  payroll  which  exceeds  $1,000  in  a  calendar  year 

•  acquire  all  or  a  substantial  portion  of  a  covered  business,  or 

•  be  subject  to  FUTA 
Agricultural  and  domestic  employers: 

If  the  employer  is  an  agricultural  entity,  the  employer  must  pay  total  cash  wages  of  $20,000  or  more 
in  a  calendar  quarter  or  employ  10  or  more  workers  in  20  different  weeks  in  a  calendar  year  to  be 
covered. 

A  domestic  employer  who  pays  total  cash  wages  of  $1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  quarter  is  a  covered 
employer. 

In  addition,  if  the  agricultural  or  domestic  employer  has  another  business  which  is  covered,  the 
employer  must  also  report  its  agricultural  or  domestic  employees,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  wages 
paid  or  number  of  employees. 

COVERED  EMPLOYMENT 

Covered  employment  includes  all  services  performed  for  wages  or  under  contract,  unless  specifically 
excluded  by  law. 

Some  common  exclusions  from  covered  employment  are: 

•  individuals  in  employment  of  son,  daughter,  or  spouse. 

•  children  under  21  employed  by  parent  (or  partnership  of  parents) 

•  real  estate  or  insurance  salespeople  paid  solely  by   commission  and  without  guaranteed 
earnings 

•  fulltime  students  working  in  a  program  taken  for  credit 

•  inmates  working  for  a  state  correction  or  custodial  institution 

•  elected  public  officials 

•  railroad  employees 

•  church  employees 

•  children  under  18  delivering  and  distributing  newspapers  or  shopping  news  from  house 
to  house  and  business  establishments 

•  physically  or  mentally  impaired  individuals  working  in  a  rehabilitation  facility

STANDARD  INDUSTRIAL  CLASSIFICATION  (SIC  CODE) 

Each  business  is  assigned  a  SIC  code  that  describes  the  business  based  upon  its  nature-of-business  in 
accordance  with  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  1987  edition. 

ESTABLISHMENT 

Employment  for  a  given  month  is  the  number  of  workers  covered  under  the  Montana  unemployment 
insurance  laws  who  earned  wages  from  a  reporting  unit  during  the  pay  period  which  includes  the  12th 
day  of  the  month. 

GROSS  WAGES 

Gross  wages,  as  reported  on  the  quarterly  contribution  report  of  employers  covered  by  the  unemploy- 
ment insurance  law,  are  the  total  amount  of  compensation  paid  by  the  employer  during  the  quarter. 

DISCLOSURE  RESTRICTIONS 

Publication  of  employment  and  wage  data  is  withheld  for  any  industry  level  which  consists  of  fewer 
than  three  reporting  units  or  in  which  a  single  establishment  accounts  for  80  percent  or  more  of  the 
industry's  employment. 

AVERAGE  WEEKLY  WAGE  (AWW) 

Average  weekly  wage  (AWW)  is  derived  from  the  total  wages  of  all  reported  employees  of  any 
industry  or  major  group,  the  average  monthly  employment  for  that  industry  or  group  during  the  week 
of  the  12th  of  each  month  and  the  number  of  weeks  in  the  quarter. 

AWW  is  affected  by  large  bonuses,  overtime,  pay  premiums,  part-time  employment,  commissions, 
etc.  These  may  drastically  raise  or  lower  the  statewide  or  county  level  figure. 

AWW  is  given  as  a  statistical  figure  which  can  be  used  with  current  employment  data  to  evaluate  and 
better  understand  the  economic  position  of  an  industry  or  major  group. 

It  is  not  the  size  of  the  average  employee's  paycheck.

Generally,  first  quarter  employment  in  Private  Industry  was  down  from  fourth  quarter  1989 
employment.  Seasonal  layoffs  in  Construction,  Retail  Trade,  and  Services  contributed  to  the  over- 
all decline. 

Employment  in  each  of  the  major  industries  was  up  over  1989  first  quarter  figures.  Services 
reported  3,381  more  employees  than  the  prior  year,  and  Retail  Trade  reported  an  additional  1,134 
employees.  Construction  also  had  an  increase  of  1,329  employees  over  the  past  year. 

Total  average  wages  were  up  slightly  from  one  year  ago.  Private  Industry  reported  average  wages 
of  $323  per  week.  Mining  reported  the  highest  average  wages  of  $618  per  week.  Average  wages  of 
$201  per  week,  the  lowest  over  all  industries,  were  reported  in  Retail  Trade.  The  largest  average 
weekly  wage  increase  was  shown  in  Manufacturing,  with  an  additional  $86  per  week  in  wages 
reported.  Wholesale  trade  and  TCPU  reported  an  additional  $13  per  week  and  $15  per  week 
respectively.  Mining  reported  wages  $22  per  week  lower  than  first  quarter  1989.  All  other  major 
industries  reported  wages  higher  than  prior  year  first  quarter  wages.

Average  monthly  employment  in  Agriculture,  Forestry,  and  Fishing  in  first  quarter  1990  was 
seasonably  lower  than  the  previous  quarter.  Forestry  (SIC  08)  reported  206  fewer  workers  than  in 
fourth  quarter  1989,  and  Agriculture  Services  (SIC  07)  reported  131  fewer  workers. 

Wages  in  the  industry  group  were  an  average  of  $47  per  week  less  than  in  fourth  quarter  1989. 
Average  wages  in  Forestry  (SIC  08)  were  $154  per  week  higher  than  the  prior  quarter,  an  increase 
of  44.3%.  Average  wages  in  Ag  Production-Crops  (SIC  01)  dropped  26.5%  with  wages  of  $233  per 
week. 

ANNUAL: 

Agriculture,  Forestry,  and  Fishing  average  monthly  employment  was  7.7%  higher  in  first  quarter 
1990  compared  to  prior  year  same  quarter.  Ag-Production-Livestock  (SIC  02)  displayed  the 
largest  gain  with  128  additional  employees.  Agriculture  Services  (SIC  07)  showed  the  second 
largest  gain  with  an  additional  42  employees  reported.  Forestry  (SIC  08)  reported  an  increase  in 
employment  of  28.4%,  with  25  additional  employees.  There  was  a  growth  of  32.3%  in  Fishing, 
Hunting  and  Trapping  (SIC  09)  with  10  additional  covered  workers  reported. 

Average  wages  of  $240  per  week  were  3.9%  higher  than  first  quarter  1989  figures.  Forestry  (SIC 
08)  wages  of  $502  per  week  were  3.9%  higher  than  1989  first  quarter.

Of  this  total,  Oil  and  Gas  Extraction  (SIC  13)  reported  126  fewer  employees  than  in  the  previous 
quarter.  Covered  employment  in  Metal  Mining  (SIC  10)  was  61  fewer  employees  than  in  fourth 
quarter  1989. 

Average  weekly  wages  in  Mining  were  $56  per  week  less  than  in  the  prior  quarter.  Mining  and 
Quarry  Nonmetal  (SIC  14)  wages  of  $579  were  $14  per  week  higher.  Metal  Mining  (SIC  10) 
reported  wages  of  $615  per  week,  which  was  $111  per  week  less  than  the  previous  quarter.  The 
other  two  major  industry  groups  each  reported  lower  wages  than  fourth  quarter  1989. 

ANNUAL: 

Total  Mining  employment  in  first  quarter  1990  was  1.2%  higher  than  in  first  quarter  1989.  How- 
ever, Oil  and  Gas  Extraction  (SIC  13)  was  down  9.6%  from  1,674  to  1,513  covered  workers.  Metal 
Mining  (SIC  12)  was  up  10.4%  with  a  total  of  238  more  covered  workers  than  first  quarter  1989. 

Average  wages  of  $618  per  week  in  Mining  were  3.4%  lower  than  1989  first  quarter  average  wages. 
Oil  and  Gas  Extraction  (SIC  13)  wages  were  10.2%  lower.  Mining  and  Quarry  Nonmetal  (SIC  14) 
average  weekly  wages  were  1%  higher  than  first  quarter  1989.

Heavy  Construction  (SIC  16)  reported  1,201  fewer  covered  workers  than  the  3,038 
average  reported  in  fourth  quarter  1989.  Special  Trade  (SIC  17)  showed  the  largest  employment 
among  the  groups  in  the  industry  with  3,736  covered  workers. 

First  quarter  1990  average  wages  were  lower  in  all  major  groups  when  compared  with  fourth 
quarter  1989  wages.  Heavy  Construction  (SIC  16)  wages  of  $461  per  week  were  an  average  $46 
per  week  lower  than  fourth  quarter.  General  Building  (SIC  15)  showed  wages  $45  per  week  lower 
than  the  previous  quarter. 

ANNUAL: 

First  quarter  1990  average  employment  of  7,843  in  Construction  was  20.4%  higher  than  first 
quarter  1989.  Special  Trade  (SIC  17)  employment  was  up  634  covered  workers,  an  average  20.4% 
higher  than  the  same  quarter  one  year  ago.  Heavy  Construction  (SIC  16)  average  employment, 
with  an  additional  384  covered  workers  reported,  was  26.4%  higher  than  1989  first  quarter. 

Average  wage  comparisons  showed  total  Construction  industry  wages  only  1%  higher  in  first 
quarter  1990  than  first  quarter  1989.  General  Building  (SIC  15)  average  wages  of  $364  per  week 
were  42.2%  higher  than  first  quarter  1989  wages.  This  was  primarily  due  to  mild  weather  during 
first  quarter  1989.  Average  wages  in  Heavy  Construction  (SIC  16)  were  4.6%  lower  than  in  the 
same  period  the  previous  year.

An  average  21,338  workers  were  employed  in  Manufacturing  in  first  quarter  1990,  down  7.1%  over 
fourth  quarter  1989  employment.  A  reduction  of  660  workers  in  Lumber  (SIC  24)  and  390 
workers  in  Food  Products  (SIC  20)  contributed  significantly  to  this  decrease.  Non-Electrical 
Machinery  (SIC  35)  reported  84  more  employees  in  first  quarter  1990  than  in  the  previous  quarter. 
Lumber  (SIC  24)  reported  8,165  workers  and  was  the  largest  employer  among  the  industry  groups. 

Average  wages  in  Manufacturing  were  slightly  higher  in  first  quarter  1990  than  in  fourth  quarter 
1989.  Primary  Metals  (SIC  33)  reported  average  wages  of  $1,694  per  week,  due  to  employee 
bonuses.  Primary  Metals  workers  have  been  given  bonuses  in  either  fourth  quarter  or  first  quarter 
of  the  past  three  years.  Paper  (SIC  26)  reported  average  wages  of  $641  per  week  during  first 
quarter  1990.  Average  wages  of  $494  were  reported  over  the  total  industry.  Petroleum  Refining 
(SIC  29),  Leather  (SIC  31),  and  Miscellaneous  Manufacturing  (SIC  39)  all  reported  wage  drops  of 
20%  or  more. 

ANNUAL: 


First  quarter  1990  Manufacturing  employment  was  1%  higher  than  first  quarter  1989.  Non-Electri- 
cal Machinery  (SIC  35)  showed  an  additional  179  covered  employees,  while  Stone-Clay-Glass  (SIC 
32)  reported  an  additional  136  employees  over  first  quarter  1989  employment  figures.  Leather 
(SIC  31)  lost  18  covered  workers,  a  decrease  of  54.5%,  due  to  one  large  employer  going  out  of  busi- 
ness.. 

Average  wages  in  Manufacturing  for  first  quarter  1990  were  21.1%  higher  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Primary  Metals  (SIC  33)  increased  $1,216  per  week  due  to  large  employee  bonuses,  an  in- 
crease of  254.4%.  The  largest  drop  of  $163  per  week  occurred  in  Petroleum  Refining  (SIC  29).

The  decrease  included  212  fewer  employees  from  Trucking  and 
Warehousing  (SIC  44).  Trucking  and  Warehousing  (SIC  44)  also  had  the  largest  number  of 
covered  employees  in  the  industry  grouping.  Electric,  Gas,  and  Sanitation  Service  (SIC  49) 
reported  70  fewer  covered  workers  for  first  quarter  1990  than  in  fourth  quarter  1989,  and  Air 
Transportation  (SIC  45)  reported  69  fewer  workers.

Miscellaneous  Durable 
Goods  (SIC  509)  reported  131  fewer  employees,  and  Groceries  and  Related  Products  (SIC  514) 
had  128  fewer  employees.

Wages  in  Wholesale  Trade  were  down  1.9%  from  prior  quarter  wage  figures.  Average  wages  of 
$738  per  week  in  Drugs,  Proprietaries  and  Sundries  (SIC  512)  were  the  highest  of  all  major  groups 
in  the  industry.  The  $580  per  week  average  wages  in  Electrical  Goods  (SIC  506)  and  $371  per 
week  in  Miscellaneous  Nondurable  Goods  (SIC  519)  were  up  15.1%  and  11.4%  respectively. 

ANNUAL: 

Employment  in  both  Durable  Goods  (SIC  50)  and  Nondurable  Goods  (SIC  51)  was  greater  than 
first  quarter  1989.  Nondurable  Goods  (SIC  51)  reported  253  additional  covered  employees,  and 
Durable  Goods  (SIC  50)  reported  an  additional  182  over  1989  first  quarter  totals.  Miscellaneous 
Nondurable  Goods  (SIC  519)  reported  121  additional  covered  employees.  Paper  and  Paper 
Products  (SIC  511)  reported  an  employment  increase  of  118,  which  is  a  42.4%  gain  over  first 
quarter  1989  figures.  Covered  employment  in  Furniture  and  Homefurnishings  (SIC  502)  in- 
creased 27.2%  to  a  total  of  206  workers. 

The  average  wage  of  $415  per  week  in  Wholesale  Trade  was  3.2%  higher  than  the  previous  year 
quarter  total.  Durable  Goods  (SIC  50)  average  wages  were  up  6.3%,  while  Nondurable  Goods 
(SIC  51)  showed  average  wages  of  0.3%  lower  than  one  year  ago.  Average  wages  of  $738  per  week 
in  Drugs,  Proprietaries  and  Sundries  (SIC  512)  were  up  $79  per  week  over  first  quarter  1989  totals. 
Petroleum  and  Petroleum  Products  (SIC  517)  wages  were  $51  per  week  higher  than  1989  first 
quarter  wages.

General  Merchandise  (SIC  53)  reported  599  fewer  covered  workers. 

Average  wages  in  Retail  Trade  were  $201  per  week,  which  was  $4  less  than  in  the  prior  quarter. 
General  Merchandise  (SIC  53)  reported  an  increase  of  $20  per  week  for  average  wages  of  $213  per 
week. 

ANNUAL: 

Retail  Trade  industry  employment  in  every  major  group  was  up  from  the  previous  year  first 
quarter  figures.  In  comparison  with  1989  first  quarter  employment.  Retail  Trade  was  up  1.9%  or 
1,134  additional  covered  workers.  Apparel  and  Accessories  (SIC  56)  employment  increased  by 
178  workers,  an  8.2%  increase.  Food  Stores  (SIC  54)  reported  an  additional  310  covered  workers 
from  one  year  ago.  Auto  Dealers-Service  Stations  (SIC  55)  employment  increased  by  308  covered 
workers. 

Average  wages  for  Retail  Trade  increased  3.6%  over  first  quarter  1989.  Totals  showed  an  increase 
of  $13  per  week  in  Building  Materials-Garden  Supplies  (SIC  52),  an  increase  of  $12  per  week  in 
both  General  Merchandise  (SIC  53),  and  an  increase  of  $1 1  per  week  in  Furniture  Stores  (SIC  57).

Amusement  and  Recreation  Ser- 
vices (SIC  79)  reported  an  increase  of  432  workers,  a  seasonal  rise.  Business  Services  (SIC  73),  So- 
cial Services  (SIC  83),  and  Hotels  and  Lodging  (SIC  70)  all  reported  large  employment  drops  from 
fourth  quarter  1989  totals.  There  was  an  increase  of  383  business  establishments  reported  in  Ser- 
vices for  first  quarter  1990. 

Average  wages  for  Services  of  $279  per  week  were  $27  less  than  in  the  previous  quarter.  Legal  Ser- 
vices (SIC  81)  reported  average  wages  of  $450  per  week,  a  drop  of  $209  per  week  from  fourth 
quarter  1989.  Legal  Services  had  large  profit  payoffs  in  fourth  quarter  1989.  Membership  Or- 
ganizations (SIC  86),  Hotels  and  Lodging  (SIC  70),  and  Engineering  Services  (SIC  87)  all  reported 
minimal  increases  in  average  weekly  wage. 

ANNUAL: 

First  quarter  1990  Services  employment  was  5.1%  above  1989  first  quarter  figures.  The  largest 
employer  of  the  industry  group.  Health  Services  (SIC  80),  reported  employment  of  25,341  and  in- 
creased 1,209  over  the  previous  year  total.  Business  Services  (SIC  73)  increased  by  702  covered 
employees.  Membership  Organizations  (SIC  86)  employment  decreased  by  149  covered 
employees. 

Average  weekly  wages  were  up  4.1%  over  the  prior  year  total.  Legal  Services  (SIC  81),  Member- 
ship Organizations  (SIC  86),  and  Engineering  Services  (SIC  87)  represented  the  largest  wage  gains.

Wages  in  Government  overall  were  3.4%  less  than  in  fourth  quarter  1989.  Average  Government 
wages  were  $372  per  week  in  first  quarter  1990.  Federal  wages  were  $6  per  week  higher  than  in 
fourth  quarter  1989.  Local  government  wages  dropped  $5  per  week  and  State  government  wages 
dropped  $35  per  week  for  first  quarter  1990. 

ANNUAL: 

Employment  in  Local  government  was  up  624  from  one  year  ago.  State  government  employment 
was  up  12  and  Federal  government  up  69  over  first  quarter  1989  employment  figures. 

Wages  in  Government  were  3.3%  higher  in  first  quarter  1990  than  in  first  quarter  1989.  All  three 
sectors  of  Government  reported  increased  wages  from  the  prior  year  quarter.  Local  government 
reported  a  $7  per  week  increase.
